<c lines under the print will fhew you. There is 
<c there an exadt enough defcription of their condi- 
cc tion; orily I may add, that in fig. 1. the urinal 
cc paflage is between the two foremoft thighs, as 
cc they are in the print, The fame is true of the 
cc anus in the 2d figure, in fuch mannqr, that the 
cC fituation of thefe parts is the fame to outward ap- 
pearance as naturally, with this difFerence, that 
they are between two difFerent bodies here, where- 
as in the courfe of nature they are between the 
cc two parts of the fame body.

This letter was read to the Royal Society on the 
I2th of May 1708-^; and the print mentioned in 
it produced ; which, being now become extremely 
difficult to be met with, is thought proper to be en- 
graved again, and inferted here.

Another account of them by an eye-witnefs ift 
London is in a manufcript volume among thofe of 
Sir Hans Sloane, Bart. in the Britifh Mufeum, in* 
tituled, A Jhort Hiftory of human Prodigies and 
monjirous Births, of Dwarfs> Sleepers> Giants, firong 
Men, Hermaphrodites, numerous Births> and extreme 
old Age^ &c. The name of the writer was James 
Paris du Pieffis. In p. 39. under the Title Two 
Sijiers conjoined, he gives a drawing of them, and 
the following defcription : " Thefe two monftrous 
* c girls were born at Szony in Hungary in the year 
*' 1701. They were born conjoined together at the 
fc fmali of the back. I afked the father and mother, 
<c if they could not be feparated one from the other ? 
cc but they anfwered, No ; becaufe the urinary and 
fc foecai veffels and paffages were fo united, as to have 
f c but one iflue for the urine, and another for the ex- 
cc crements, betwixt both. They were brifk, merry, 
cc and well-bred: they could read, write, and fing very 
cc prettily : they could fpeak three difFerent languages, 
cc as Hungarian or High Dutch, Low Dutch, and 
cc French, and were learning Englifh. They were 
cc very handfome, very weli fhaped in all parts, and 
cc beautiful faces. Helen was born three hours be- 
cc fore her fifter Judith. When one ftooped, fhe 
cc lifted the other from the ground, and carried the 
cc other upon her back; neither could they walk

" fide by fide. They loved one another very ten- 
cc derly. Their clothes were fine and neat. They 
" had two bodies, fbtir fleeves; and one petticoat 
c < ferved to the bodies, and their fhifts jfne fame. 
cc When one went forward, the other was forced 
c< to go backward."
